This is a part of the Suite 
Algerienne by the famous French composer Camille Saint-Saéns. Long a favourite with concert bands as 
well as orchestras, this is a rousing start to any program and a technical and musical challenge to any band. 


Overture Le Roi Dys Edouard Lalo 


This overture, long neglected by orchestras and bands, offers a range of emotions not usually heard in band 
transcriptions of orchestral works. Once again the physical challenge of performing is matched by the beauty 
heard in this overture by Edouard Lalo. 


Suite of Old American Dances arr. Robert Russell Bennett 


The composer Robert Russell Bennett has captured the magic of early America in this musical portrait of 
days gone by. Dances which are both graceful and boisterous are heard in this salute to the pioneers of 
America and their heritage. 


All Through The Night arr. Sammy Nestico 


This arrangement by one of America's best arrangers of the old Welsh folk tune, is a wonderful example of 
wind instrument orchestration. Mr. Sammy Nestico was for many years the principal arranger/composer for 
the bands of the United States Air Force and the United States Marine Corps. He now resides in California 
where he is actively engaged in the television and movie industry. 


Phantom of The Opera arr. Warren Barker 


The music of Andrew Lloyd Webber has thrilled audiences all over the world for many years. This show, 
which is currently running in Toronto, is a superb Canadian production of Mr. Webber's work. The 
arrangement which the band plays was done by Mr. Warren Barker.

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TODAY'S CONDUCTOR 





BOBBY HERRIOT's musical training began in the Scottish Brass Band movement, and further 
development was achieved by service in the British Army, with the bands of 1st The Royal Dragoons and the 
Royal Horse Guards. These regiments were later amalgamated and are now known as the Blues and Royals. 
Formal training consisted of study at the Royal College and the Royal Academy of Music in London, 
England. Bobby is also a graduate of the Royal Military School of Music, (Kneller Hall). After British 
military service, Bobby worked as a freelance musician in London. 


In 1957, he came to Canada as trumpet soloist with the Royal Canadian Air Force bands in Edmonton and 
Ottawa, then went on to Colorado Springs, Colorado, as soloist and assistant conductor with the International 
multi-service NORAD band. He appeared as a guest soloist on the Bell Telephone Hour, the Tonite Show, 
the Mike Douglas Show and the Steve Allen Show, and was a soloist on four occasions at Camegie Hall, and 
twice at the Hollywood Bowl. This period of military service ended in 1967 at the Canadian Forces School 
of Music in Esquimalt, B.C. 


For five years, he was on the faculty of the University of British Columbia as a lecturer on brass, various 
ensembles and music theory. Bobby has performed both as a trumpet player and as a percussionist with the 
symphony orchestras of Ottawa, Edmonton, Vancouver and Victoria. Three appearances with the late 
Maestro Arthur Fiedler, and an appearance with Marvin Hamlisch and the Toronto Symphony figure among 
the many highlights in his career. In addition to the Boss Brass, The Spitfire Band and Swing Fever, Bobby 
has performed with the jazz bands of Stan Kenton, Maynard Ferguson, Buddy Rich, Lionel Hampton, Xavier 
Cugat, Nelson Riddle, Howard Cable, and Guido Basso. 


Bobby Herriot has performed for the CBC in various capacities, including director, conductor, arranger, and 
instrumentalist. He travels extensively for the Getzen Co. as soloist/conductor/clinician, and is much in 
demand as an adjudicator by major music festivals in Canada and the United States. Bobby is the music and 
entertainment advisor to the du Maurier Council for the Arts and, as a member of the Canadian Militia with 
the rank of Major, serves as band officer and director of music for the Seventh Toronto Regiment, Royal 
Canadian Artillery. The Oakville Concert Band recently appointed Bobby Herriot to the position of music 
director and conductor.
